LINCOLN, Feb. 12.—(Speclal.)—The attor
oeys for B, 1D, Mills, the Harlan county
banker who | in the penlientiary for as-
risting In the embezzlement of county funds,
have fled au application in the supremo
court for a rehearing of the case, partly
on the grounds of the misapplication of the
Iaw In the formoer declslon and because of
tha erroncous instructions of the trial court.
Independent of the legal siatus of the case,
there I an carnest plea for motey for the
prisoner, Onpe paragraph of the brist ae-
companying the application s as follows
“The conviction is foreed upon counsel from
a close examinstion of the testimony that
not only Is there a reasonable doubt of
Mills' guilt, but that the walls of the peni-
tentiary Inclose a mun Inpocent of the crime
charged Iy the Information. He was a vie-
tim of clrcumstances in beiog a banker and
wiriving to carry bis bank through the finan-
clul storm that for years hans raged, To this
cnd, doubtless, he did aw othern simllarly in
peril,. He eought to allay distrust of the
wolvency of the bank by concealing from Lhe
publie somo of Iis affairs, And, therefore,
the letter accompanying the recelpt. And
when Wl bank Yeeame unable to respond to
the call of the county treasurer, he [felt
keenly the humillation, and sought to re-
store tho funde thus deposited.*®

The farmers In the nelgh-
borhood of Sargent are twenty-flve miles
distant, elther from Arcadia o Hroken Dow,
thelr nearegt rallroad polnts, and feel that
they have cause for complaint, The attor-
ney general hoas just recelved the following
letter, and has referrod the matter to the
State Board of Transportation:

RE-RSTABLISHES THE QUAHRANTINE,

Governor Helcomb has fssued a proclama-
tion quarantining eagalnst the apread of
splenie or suuthern fever among eattle. The
proclamation is similar to those lssued by
the governords of adjolning states, and to-
gether they eatablish 4 quarantine line from
the Pacifle ocean at the southern boundary
llno of Marin  county across the United
States, touching the Atlantle near the mouth
of the Jumes river in Virginia. The regula-
tions In the proclimation covering the im-
portation of eattle into this state from local-
Itles beyond this  quarantine line provide
that the waybllls shall state explicitly
wlience sald cattle were originally shipped
or driven, and that there shall be stamped
on the waybills in lurge letters the words,
“From the Scheduled Districts,” and that
cars handling such eattle shall bear placards
stating that the oars contain *'Southern Cat-
tle.” It provides that after c¢ars have been
used for the transporation of such eattle
they shall be thoroughly cleansed, and that
when such cattle are unloaded to be fed,
they shall be placed In pens set apart ce-
poclally for such cattle. Where such cattle
are unloaded In any other pend, a disinfec-
tion of such yards with a solution of lime

pay taxes here. One of thelr number asked
to be shown the application, when (L was
ghown that although the polley had been
written amnd dellvered the application had
not been presented for signing, After two
hours of debate, which at times became ac-
rimonious, the board reconsidered its pre-
vious arction and ordered the Insurance
placed In three stock companies having
ngents here. The difference between the
rates was §16, which the board gave as Its
reason for first declding upon the Mutual
Insurance.

The force of
Republican guarde around the court was in-
creased to four companies, It was  an-
wounced today that General Billot, minister
for war, hag [nstituted proceedings agalnst
M. Courant, the barrister who at the close
of the proceedings In court yesterday was
arrested for shouting “Down with the com-
manding officers.”

Colonel Plequart, who was recalled, sald
he belleved that General Pelliux had not
thought It Incumbent upon him to order the
borbercau to be submitted to expert exam-
inatlon for the purposes of the Esterhazy
inquiry, and the witness added Major Ravary
doubtless unwillingly took the same course
and founded his judgment on incomplete and
inadequate documents.

Replylng to the presiding judge, Colonel
Plequart eald he had recelved M, lo Blols Af-
teen times in his private office; but the wit-
ness denled communieating to him the secret
document conthining the words “That scoun-
drel D—."

M. Henry, who was reealled, sald that the
decument wae on the table when M. le Dlois
vigited Colonel Plequart.

M, Laborle pointed out contradlctions In
M. Henry's evidence and [dajor Ravary's re-
port, whereupon M. Henry advanced ex-
eltedly upon M, Laborie and shouted: I
will not tolerste your casting suaplelon upon
my evidence."

Afton the sensation had subsided, an-
